at Capernaum 


M ed u’hm Jena war entered into Capernaum, there 
came unto him a centurum ., ,* 
-M a tth e w VHI S 


Unlike most soldiers of th e Rom an legion who 
occupied Palestine during the time of Jesus, this centu­ 
rion had a great deal of respect for the Jews and their 
religion, and was considered by them to be a godly man. 
I uke reports that the elders of the Jews spoke to Jesus 
on his Isohalf, saying: 
Mc loveth our nation, and he hath built us a 
synagogue.” 
It lias been conjectured that, since Galilee was ruled 
by I lerod Antipas, the centurion probably commanded 
some Roman troops maintained by that tetrarch at 
Capernaum 
W hen the Roman sought the favor of Jesus, it was 
for the healing of a servant “who was dear to him,” but 
was on the point of death— reduced to utter impotence 
and misery by some form of palsy or paralysis. 
'Hie character of the centurion is all the more remark 
able when viewed in its proper historical perspective. 
In those days, a servant was little better than a slave.

rion said, so the forces of good would heal the sick 
servant at the command of Jesus. 
W hen Jesus heard this, I Ie turned to His follow ers 
said: 
an d 
‘ Verily I say unto you, I have not found so great 
faith, no, not in Israel.” 
And I Ie healed the centurion‘s servant “in th e se lf­ 
same hour." 
Dr. George A. Buttrick pointed out that “this faith 
was a far cry from Roman pride, and the worship in 
Pagan temples ” 
‘‘I Ie could have been brutal to his servants— C aesar 
once apologized for feeling pity for a slave— hut instead 
he sought the help of Christ for a favored servant”

Unlike most soldiers of the Roman legion who 


occupied Palestine during the time of Jesus, this centu- 
rion had a great deal of respect for the Jews and their' 
religion, and was considered by them to be a godly man. 


Luke reports that the elders of the Jews spoke to Jesus 


on his behalf, saying: 


"He loveth OUT nation, and he hath built us a 


synagogue." 


It has been conjectured that, since Galilee was ruled 


by Herod Antipas, the centurion probably commanded 
some Roman troops maintained by that tetrarch at 
Capernaum. 


When the Roman sought the favor of Jesus, i^was 


for the healing of a servant "who was dear to him," but 
was on the point of death—reduced to utter impotence 
and misery by some form of palsy or paralysis. 


The character of the centurion is all the more remark- 


able when viewed in its proper historical perspective. 
In those days, a servant was little better than a slave. 


If he fell ill, and was unable to further serve his 


master, he was usually banished to an infirmary, or taken 
to the home of relatives or friends. 


When he asked Jesus to help the sick servant, Jesus 


told the Roman: 


"I will come and heal him." 
But die centurion had so much faith in the Master's 


prowess that he said, "Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldest come under my roof: but speak the word 
only, and my servant shall be healed." 


Just as the soldiers obeyed his commands, the centu- 


rion said, so the forces of good would heal the sick 
servant at die command of Jesus. 


When Jesus heard this, He turned to His followers 


and said: 


"Verily I say unto you, I have not found so great 


faith, no, not in Israel." 


And He healed the centurion's servant "in the self- 


same hour." 


Dr. George A. Buttrick pointed out that "this faith 


was a far cry from Roman pride, and the worship in 
Pagan temples." 


"He could have been brutal to his servants—Caesar 


once apologized for feeling pity for a slave—but instead 
he sought the help of Christ for a favored servant"

Church Law

The word excommunication has 


•n ominous ring. 


Because the word is back in 


tile news, in connection with the 
New Orleans dispute over inte- 
ffation 
of Catholic schools, it's 


worth examining in some detail. 


The Catholic Church, like any 


other orgpnization, has certain 
rules for its members. Should a 
member deliberately and openly 
violate a rule, he forfeits some 
of the benefits of membership— 
provided he is fully aware of both 
the rule and the penalty. 


That, broadly, is what excom- 


munication is. 


It is the most severe form of 


church censure, used only as a 
last resort after persuasion has 
failed. 
ACTS ARE DEFINED 


• Acts which carry the penalty 
are defined in Catholic canon law. 
They range from forcing a person 
to become a priest or nun to sell- 
ing indulgences and marrying be- 
fore a non-Catholic minister. Key 
provisions, however, are that the 
offender knows that what he is 
about to do would result in ex 
communication but does it delib 


erately anyway. 


In New Orleans, one of the seg- 


regationist leaders disclosed that 


confidential letter she received 


rom the archbishop said: 


"We deem it our duty to ad- 


monish you that any further at- 
empt by you through word or 
deed to hinder our orders or pro- 
voke our devoted people to dis- 
obedience or rebellion against the 
church will subject you to ex- 
communication." 
SECONDARY PURPOSE 


The archbishop had refused to 


reveal the contents of the letter, 
which serves to point out that, 
as one authority put it, exconv 
munication is medicinal rather 
:han punitive. Its aim is to pro- 
tect the church and correct the 
offender; punishment is only a 
secondary purpose. 


Nor is it intended to sever a 


person from God, only from the 
church. A person under the usual 
Eorm of excommunication doesn't 
even lose membership 
in the 


church. He may attend all its 
services but may not take an ac- 
tive part in some of them, anc 
may not receive any of the sacra- 
ments except penance 
(confes- 


sion). 


A more severe form of excom- 


munication is rarely invoked ant 
it is only for particularly grave 
crimes such as laying violent 
hands on the pope. It usually re 
quires that the person be namec 
publicly. Thereafter he may iiol 
even enter the church.

WASHINGTON (AP)-At an air- 


field a few minutes by helicopter 
from the White House, a big sil- 
ver plane stands ready for flight 
at any hour. 


Its crew is never far. It is 


guarded by Air Force policemen 
and dogs. 


This is no ordinary Air Force 


plane, although it looks about the 
same as tankers used to refuel 
bombers of the Strategic Air 
Command. 


It is a new airborne command 


post specially fitted as a refuge 
for President Kennedy and the 
top command in event of a sur- 
prise nuclear attack. There are 
thre'e such planes, one always 
standing by. 
4 JET CRUISERS 


If war should come, the na- 


tion's defense and counterattack 
could well be directed from one 
of these four-jet, swept-wing gi- 
ants cruising more than 40,000 
feet above the earih. 


Aerial command posts intended 


specifically for the President have 
been in operation for about two 
months. Their existence has been 
kept under wraps. 


Together with an underground 


sanctuary in Maryland and the 
*Javy command ship Northampton 
in the Atlantic, the planes provide 
alternate emergency headquarters 
:rom which the President and de- 
'ense chiefs could prosecute a 
war in safety, even though key 
government and military centers 
are destroyed. 


Packed with elaborate commu- 


nications equipment, they can in- 
stantly contact U.S. forces around 
the woild With air refueling and 
enough supplies they can stay 
aloft for days. 
UNINTERRUPTED CONTROL 


These command planes, convert- 


ed KC135 turbojet tankers, form 
another element in a growing sys- 
tem designed to assure uninter- 
rupted control of U.S. ground, air 
and sea forces under all circum- 
stances. 


The presidential planes

which the Strategic Air Command 
has been flying for 14 mon'hs, 
only less spartan 


The KC135s are lated at bettei

On the night before his crucifix- 


on, Jesus was preparing his 
disciples for the separation that 
was soon to come He told them 
hat when He was gone, He would 
end them "another Comforter." 
He told them that this "Comfort 


would guide them into all 


truth; that He would quicken their 
memories of Him, would "bear 
witness" to Him; that He wouk 
make them stronger to carry the 
Burdens that life would lay upon 
.hem. Jesus said, this Comforter, 
'The Holy Spirit or Holy Ghost," 
"the Spirit of Truth," would come 
and remain with them. As we 
read what Jesus said about the 
Holy Spirit His meaning becomes 
clearer and clearer. The Spirit 
will take up His work and carry 
it on to the end of time. It is a 
divine promise. 


After 
Christ's ascension, the 


disciples who had received that 
promise were convinced that it 
had been fulfilled. They found 
themselves 
in 
possession 
of 


powers which they had not had 
before. Their minds were clearer 
about the meaning of all that they 
had seen in Jesus and heard from 
Him; they were stronger to per- 
form those tasks within their 
commission; aH sorts of things 
were 
happening in their 
lives 


which they could not explain and 
which they could never 
have 


brought to pass by themselves. 
BELIEF DEEPENS 


Thinking of these things, they 


knew that God was working in 
them 
and 
using 
them 
to do 


His work and, remembering the 
piomise that Christ had made, 


ley said, "It is the Holy Ghost1" 
Their belief in the Holy Spirit was 
eepened as the years went by 
efore their very eyes, God was 
'orking. great 
miracles. 
The 


greatest of these miracles was 
one of the things that we com- 
monly call by that name, not the 
ealing of the sick nor the raising 
f the dead nor the unexplained 
pening of prison doors but the 
miracle of the conversion of men 
o Christ. 


These people who had received 
he Holy Spirit were for the most 
sart poor and uneducated men, 
DUt Jesus had given them a com- 
mission which coming from any 
jther man would have seemed 


absurd. He told them to go out 
and "make disciples of all na- 
tions." Because He had told them 
to do it, they went out and 
preached 
and were themselves 


astonished at the results. At first 
it was only to their own people 
that they spoke of Jesus, but by 
and by Paul came and "labored 
more abundantly than they all." 
Jews, Greeks and Romans, and 
all that great mixed population 
hat lived around the Mediterra- 
nean Sea, heard the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ, and by the thou- 
sands they turned 
away from 


their old religions, from their 
idols 
and 
their 
superstitions 


and their immoralities, and be- 
came members of the Christian 
Church that sprang up every- 
where. A power was at work that 
was greater than the power of all 
men. It was the power of the Holy 
Spirit of God. 
CANT PLEAD IGNORANCE 


And then, as time went on, they 


saw unfolding in these new con- 
verts the same kind of power 
that they had themselves pos- 
sessed. Perhaps in thinking about 
the way men first came to be- 


lieve in the Holy Ghost, we can 
get some new ideas of .the im- 
portance which the Holy Spirit 
must have for our lives as Chris- 
tians. God has set for us a great 
task in His commissions (of no 
less importance than He gave to 
His first disciples). It is yet His 
will that we shall be like Him. 
God has shown us in Jesus Christ 
what a Christian should be like 
and He has sent His Holy Spirit 
unto us as He did unto His first 
disciples. We cannot plead igno- 
rance to excuse, our failures (we 
have the Written Word). He has 


given us the promise of the Com- 
forter. Therefore the power of 
God is ours to use. Even with the 
great commission of Jesus Christ 
empowered 
by the very Holy 


Spirit of God the 
world 2,000 


years after the commission is 
far from Godlike; far from being 
attuned to God's will.. I suppose 
the reason for the slow progress 
lies very deep in man's nature. 
Sin is deeply embedded there, 
and that same sin is always hin- 
dering our advance toward God 
and His Kingdom. 


has been forgiven — and we are 
always aware that God is ready 
lo forgive our sins — UK root is 
still there, making us desire the 
things God does not desire, and 
forbidding us to love the things 
(hat God so ardently desires. 


Our growth towards God is a 


continual conflict in which we 
are meeting repeated 
defeats. 


The thing that God demands of 
us is too hard, far too hard for 
our moital strength. So it is here

Gen. David Stahl has asked Com- 
comwealth Court to delay action 
on three reapportionment suits un­ 
til the 1963 legislature has had a 
chance to redistrict.

LO settle the problem, being lim- 
ited by law to fiscal matters only. 


The suits, all filed within the 


last two weeks, stem from a re- 
cent U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
allowing federal courts to hear re- 
apportionment problems. 
NEW VACANCIES 


Stahl contended however that if 


the court upheld the complaints 
before the legislature has had a 
chance to act, it would consti- 
tute "judicial destruction of a co- 
ordinate branch of the state gov- 
ernment." 


"Automatic vacancies would oc- 


cur in the entire membership of 
the General Assembly with the 
total disruption and breakdown of 
the legislative processes within 
the Commonwealth," he declared. 


The suits in question were filed 


by the Philadelphia Committee of 
70, a citizens' watchdog group; 
and two Montgomery County Dem- 
ocrats seeking office in the pri- 
mary election.

Of Power In All Homes 


Before long, natural gas may 


be the sole source of power in 
your home! 


Just how soon this may come 


about depends on how quickly sci- 
entists put the finishing touches 
on a new breed of natural gas 
fueled generators that convert 
heat or chemical energy into 
electricity. 


Only one of these exotic pack- 


ages has emerged from research 
laboratories. Nevertheless, it has 
dozens of potential applications. 


Attached to a new central gas 


furnace, the unit generates elec- 
tricity to power the blower. Sim- 
ply stated, heat flowing over a 
device called "a thermo-couple" 
produces electrical current. Speed 
of the blower is automatically 
controlled by the amount of heat 
produced. This action eliminates 
strong drafts at the stop and start 
of each cycle. 
OPERATES ALONE 


Of greater importance, the fur- 


nace operates independent of out- 
side sources of electrical energy. 
And, 
as a byproduct of furnace 


heat, the electricity is free. 


Such a unit could be installed 


on any appliance which produces 
heat. 


One ot the most promising de- 


vices under development is the 
"fuel cell." 


As fuel and oxygen are fed into 


what looks like an ordinary car 
battery, a chemical action takes 
place similar to that which occurs 
in an ordinary storage battery 
and file cell produces a steady 
stream of electricity. However 
unlike a storage battery, there is 
no wearing away of the battery 
plates and the life of the cell is 
virtually unlimited. 


In 
laboratory 
experiments 


several cells have been joinet 
together in a series-like connect 
ing three or four batteries. The 
result: Increased electrical out 
put by consolidating the flow of 
individual cells into one strean 
of current. Thus, any desirec 
output can be achieved by link 
ing cells in combined series. 


Looking into the future, some 


scientists foresee the day when 
"fuel cell generators" may evolve 
into compact home units. They 
could be attached to the gas sup- 
|b line, absorb oxygen from the 
iSk and. produce ample supplies 
of electricity for the entire house, 
hold. 
FUTURE POSSIBILITY 


A third generating device un 


ergoing development has the 
aw-breaking name "magnetohy- 
rodynamic" converter. This unit 
mploys a high temperature gas 
tream moving as a conductor 
>etween powerful magnetic poles. 
The MHD • converter, as it is 
ailed, is a future possibility for 
entral generating plants or in- 
ustrial sites where enormous 
luantities of electricity are con- 
umed. 
Initial costs of these new power 
ources are at present forbidding. 


But, 
ultimately, additional tech- 


nical advances could reduce costs 
md boost efficiency. 


Continuing research is assured 


by three major attractions: Po- 
entially higher efficiency to con- 
version of fuels to electrical ener- 
gy, lower costs and simplified 
"generating equipment." 


Conventional methods of con- 


verting fuel to electrical energy 
have peak efficiencies of about 
40 per cent — which arc rarely, 
if ever, attained. 
REJECTED HEAT 


The new power sources have 


potential efficiencies of 60 to 
per cent or utilize rejected heat 
lo generate electricity. In other 
words they produce more electric- 
,ty, 
using less fuel 
or no fuel 


hereby extending our natural re- 
sources. 


Costs of transporting and dis- 


tributing energy in the form of 
natural gas are far below that of 
electricity. 
Thus, 
the

home would pay less for power 
provided by a home generator. 


Finally, since the devices have 


no moving parts, maintenance or 
replacement

Scientists and laboratories we 


still perfecting these power pack- 
ages. Research Is being con- 
ducted at an ever, accelerating 
pace by private companies, gas 
utilities and even the electric in- 
dustry.

4. To light the disposer, always 
use the timer control. Don't 
expect flames immediately, as 
theie is a warming period just 
as there is for a car. This al­ 
lows the wet garbage to dry out. 
5. Set the timer long enough to 
burn the garbage completely. 
This is the secret of really 
odorless, smokeless burning. If 
the load does not bum com­ 
pletely the residue continues 
to smoulder but there is no open 
flame to consume smoke or 
odor.
